Tho house centered Its attention on secontJary leglalation 
after Bponaorfl received consent for tho postponement of 
action until Monday on bllla seeking to outlaw slot machines 
and to establish a nonpartisan board of correction to ad< 
minister the state's prlaon and parole system. 

Gov. C. A. Robins In his Inaugural address urged adoption 
of the new insurance regulations because of a federal lav 
holding that after next January the various federal acts 
"shall be applicable to the business of Insuranea to the ex- 
tent that such business is not 
regulated by state law." 

Robins also noted that tha 
state's revenue from insur- 
ance fihns has been "in ex- 
cess . of ¥600,000" annusJly 
and "that amount by proper 
supervision and regulation Is 
capable of increase."

For 24 Gooding Vet Families

OOODINO, Feb. t— Although not 
exactly the latent In modem homing, 
the Oooding veterans housing units, 
now complete and occupied, provide 
31 families ■ "castle" of their own. 

Compared with some of Uie more 
recent abodes ttie units or apart- 
ments offer many modem conveni- 
ences. Most Important, each apart- 
ment gives a home to only one fam- 
ily—and to many families this Is 
llrst home they've had. 
Begun In March, IMO. under spon- 



sorship ot tlie dty council of Oood- 
ing, assisted by the local Veterans 
ot Foreign Wars, the structures were 
brought here from Vancouver, Wush. 
It is estimated the project Is valued 
at 110.000. The government fur- 
nished the faulMlnR and equipment.

Completely furnished the rent Is 130 
per month. Unfurnished they rent 
for 123, and partly furnished, $2S, 
with addltlonnl aususments based on 
number of pieces of furniture need- 
ed. Each apartment has two bcd- 
rooBiB, a shower room, large living 
room-dlnlng room and kitchen with 
large clofiels In each room. The 
kitchen has a double sink, retrlgcr- 



ator. cool itora for cooUns which 1* 
booked up wltb water tank for hot 
water, and a coal beating . itxnra. 
These ore permanent ftxtum In the 
apartments. 

Landscaping rUiued 
RenUn pay their own light and 
water, but the city provides garbage 
disposal. Plans for landscaping the 
grounds will be carried out as soon 
as weather conditions permit, Ge« 
stated. 

Clothes-Une space la provided for 
each apartment and cool itoragB Is 
provided at the rear of each unit. 
The city provided sewage faculties 
for the project All units are wired 
for electrical appllsjicet. 

Compared with one and two-room 
apartments which provide only com- 
munity bathrooms, no laundry facil- 
ities, little or no hot water, no closet 
space, no sunshine, very little pri- 
vacy and exorbitantly high rents the 
veteraiu units seem almost the lat- 
est In comfort 

Wading Fool AnUable 

Located Just west of the dty pork, 
there will be plenty of shade and 
coot gross and a shallow wading pool 
for children of tenants In " 
summer.
